PREPARE HAIR 
{ FOR OUTDOORS

OST sun-worshipers have 
learned from bitter exper- 
ience to take common sense pro- 
tective measures along with their 
ultra-violet. You begin your tan- 
ning gradually, you use oils and 
creams to prevent burning and to 
keep your skin soft and evenly 
colored, but how many of you are 
so thoughtful when you come to 
hair? 

Even though you have been 
giving your hair reconditioning 
treatments for an Easter perma- 
nent, the hair may not be up to 
par after months spent in stuffy 
rooms and often tucked under 
tight hats that interfere with the 
free circulation so essential to 
healthy scalps. 4 

Yet you spend hours in your 
garden hatless and with your hair 
whipping loose in every breeze 
that passes. The sun feels good 
on your head and it is good when 
taken proper- 
ly. You can 
make _ your 
outdoor 
hours real 
beautifying 
hair treat- 
ments if you 
will follow 
this scheme: 

Before you 
go out of 
doors apply a 
good hair 
tonic or a 
special cor- 
rective prep- 
aration for 
excess oiliness, dryness or dan- 
druff if you are troubled with 
these scalp conditions. Part the 
hair at intervals and apply the 
liquid directly to the scalp with 
absorbent cotton. Massage for an 
instant then rub your hair with 
a clean towel to remove excess 
moisture. Next brush vigorously 
with upward, outward strokes. 

And now, you might use a spe- 
cial preparation developed by a 
group of hair specialists that does 
for your hair what a good suntan 
oil does for your skin. It prevents 
burning and drying. This should 
be applied with an atomizer or 
applied with cotton down the 
length of the strands. If you pre- 
fer you might use a little scalp 
pomade (there are many good 
brands) rubbed well into the ends 
of the hair and into the scalp. 

Now sit in the sun or go about 
your gardening and let the sun’s 
rays do their health-giving, stim- 
ulating work. After the prepara- 
tion has disappeared, put on a 
light, well-ventilated hat of loose 
straw or crocheted raffia. The hat 
will prevent the ends of your hair 
from whipping in the wind, and 
will check the sun, but you will 
still get the pleasant warmth 
and benefit of the fresh air. 

Even in your more formal 
moods, try to wear loose-fitting, 
well - ventilated hats. The fresh 
air is about the best tonic that 
you can give to your scalp and 
hair. 

Have a hot oil shampoo once 
a month or oftener in mid-sum- 
mer and now if,your hair is ex- 
tremely dry. And when you dress 
for going out or when you wish 
to look particularly lovely at 
home, spray a little light, fra- 
grant brilliantine or lotion on 
your hair to help set the wave, to 
keep your hair nively groomed 
and to prevent drying.

Alfred H. Schoellkopf, Utilities Tycoon, Declares 
He’s in Favor of Cooperation With Government 


T A ‘TIME when utility com- 
panies are under general 
public scrutiny it is Of moment to 
consider Alfred H. Schoellkopf, 
president of the Niagara-Hudson 
Power Corporation, one of the 
largest utilities holding organiza- 
tions in the country: Mr. Schoell- 
kopf is one of the younger power 
men. The statement means much, 
for he typifies the newer element 
which is- much more given to 


compromise and co - operation ~ 


with the Government than the 
old line executives who looked 
upon their properties somewhat 


after the fashion of a feudal Jord: 


Schoellkopf frankly indorses 
the proposals for co-operation 
with the Government, and de- 
plores “the abuses which occurred 
in certain parts of the industry 
during the period of general 
speculation ending in 1929.” 

This aggressive executive has 
had long training in his field. A 
native of Buffalo, N. Y., he 1s the 
grandson of the late Jacob F. 
Schoellkopf, German immigrant, 
who was the first to tap the tre- 

“tendous power in Niagara. After 
‘being graduated from the Massa- 
sehusettsInstitute of Technology 
in .3915, he -immediately joined 


the Niagara Falls Power Com- 
pany, and his rise—as expected 
—has been swift and sure. He be- 
came a director in 1921 and gen- 
eral manager in 1925. The presi- 
dency of the Niagara - Hudson 
company was offered him in 1933. 

Mr. Schoellkopf is one of those 
amazing men who can do a num- 
ber of varied things without 
neglecting any of them. A hard 
worker. his specialty is long range 
planning. For instance, as chair- 
man of the New York State 
Temporary Relief Administration 
he not only attempted to satisty 
present needs, but also to point 
a way for permanent activity in 
that line. 

He is a tanned, outdoorsy sort 
of man, who has avocationel 
sidelines in the fields of music, 
art, literature and science. These 
he all casually assumes and tn- 
cludes with them a membership 
in the American Academy of 
Politieal Sciences. Somebody once 
said that a family in three gen- 
erations goes from shirtsleeves to 
affluence. and then back to shirt- 
sleeves. That applies to Schoell- 
kopf only in the sense that he is

Last Days of Oyster Season’ 
Suggest Many Inviting Dishes 


By JUDITH WILSON 
Y CALENDAR has just re- 
minded me that we have 
only a few weeks more to enjoy 
the plump and luscious oyster. 
And it has also occurred to me 
that there is nothing else quite 
so grand for perking up appetites 
that have had a touch of spring 
fever. Even if you are one of 
those who rebel at the idea of 
swallowing a raw oyster, you will 
b2 delighted with a real oyster 
stew or scalloped oysters between 
a blanket of crisp golden, but- 
tered crumbs. 

Oysters should always be 
cooked quickly in order that they 
may be succulent, plump and 
tender. Over-cooking makes oys- 
ters tough. In adding oysters to 
a cream sauce or to milk for 
stew, cook the oysters first in 
their own juice and then add 
them to the hot milk or sauce 
immediately before serving. Be 
careful about using odd spices or 
highly flavored foods with Gys- 
ters that will mask their own fine 
flavor. 

Scalloped Oysters 

Butter a good sized glass pie 
plate or shallow baking dish. 
Arrange a layer of oysters in the 
dish. sprinkle with cracker 
crumbs or part cracker cruinbs 
and part dry bread crumbs, dot 
liberally with butter and add 
another layer of oysters. Be sure 
not to have more than two tayers 
as they will not cook properly 
and will be less crisp and deli- 
cious. Add a final layer of crumbs, 
more butter a sprinkle of salt and 
white pepper and enough of the 
oyster liquor to give the desired 
moistness Bake for twenty min- 
utes in a hot oven and _ serve 
sizzling hot. 

Ovster Croquettes 

Bring two dozen tare aveters 
to a boil in their own i:quid. then 
remove fiom the fire and drain. 
Chop the oysters fine. In 8 sance- 
pan. put one-half cup each of 
oyster liquor and cream. Thicken 
with two tablespoons flour rubbed 
to a paste with two tablespoons 
melted butter. Add the oysters 
and cook in a double boiler. stir- 
ring constantly until very thick 
Turn onto a platter and chill 
then shape into small rolls. dip in 
slightly beaten egg and_ fine 
crumbs. Fry in deep, hot fat 
Drain and serve with quartered 
lemon or with tartar sauce. 

Oyster Shortcakes 
@ Cook one pint of oysters in 
their own liquor until the edges 
curl. Drain and reserve the liquor. 
Melt four tablespoons butter, 
blend in four tablespoons flour, 
one-half teaspoon salt and one- 
half teaspoon paprika Add grad- 
ually the liquid drained from the 
oysters and one cup rich milk 
Heat until the sauce boils and 
stir until thickened Saute one- 
half cup sliced mushrooms and 
one - fourth chopped celery in 
butter and add to the sauee with 
two tabiespocns finely chopped 
pimiento. Split hot bakin, pow- 
der biscuits, butter and put the 
oyster sauce belween ar. on top 
This will make six servings.

CHILD'S HORIZON

HIS is the time of the year 

when children are driven by 
some elemental urge to dance in 
water puddles. play in mud and 
dig in the earth. They trail mud 
into the house or come in with 
sand in their shoes. Their cloth- 
ing is in a dirtied state and the 
condition of their persons un- 
sightly. 

How are you coping with the 
situation? If you nag, scold or 
punish. be warned that it won’t 
do any good. Save such treat- 
ment if you like for the chill of 
fall or for when snow comes.

You 
cannot compare vegetables which 
you may buy as fresh with those 
sweet, earthy flavored ones which 
you pick fresh yourself. 


To instill an appreciation and 
liking for a particular vegetable, 
or vegetables in general, try a 
garden. The suggestion is sure to 
delight the child. It being spring 
and digging time. gardening af- 
fords a real creative experience 
because of which a boy cannot 
help but grow up a better man, 
and a girl a better woman. 


A child of three is not too 
young to start a garden. You 
may have to do most of the work, 
but whatever small fraction is 
contributed by the child, be it 
only the digging, the child will 
learn from nature about seeds, 
growth and beauty.
